PROCLAMATION

HEREAS by proclamation 
dated the 10th day of Jan-

the 15th day of February, A.D. 
1940; 
AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient for certain causes 
and considerations to convene the said Legislative Assembly at 
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an earlier date, WE DO WILL that you and each of you, and all 
others in this behalf interested on Thursday, the 8th day of 
February, A.D. 1940, at the hour of Three o’clock in the after- 
noon, at Our City of Edmonton, personally be and appear for the 
despatch of business to treat, act, do and conclude upon those 
things, which, in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta, by 
the Common Council of Our said Province, may, by the favour of 
God, be ordained.

His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor en- 
tered the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


I welcome you to this the Ninth Session of the Eighth Legis- 
lature of the Province of Alberta. 


Since the last time we met here we have been graciously 
honoured by a personal visit of Their Majesties King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth. Such an occasion was of great Historical 
significance. The manner in which they were received by our 
people demonstrated a loyalty and deep affection for the Crown 
and Empire. The interest shown by Their Majesties in their 
subjects completely won the hearts of the people, and their 
graciousness, sincerity and sympathy will live long in our memor- 
les. 


Little did we think that within a generation we would be 
called upon again to take part in a ‘“‘“Second Great War.” It is 
therefore with mingled feelings of disappointment and determin- 
ation that I am constrained to speak of the fact that the Empire 
of which we form a part is engaged again in a war for the defence 
of British Principles of Justice, Freedom and Fair-play. 


When war was declared by the Dominion of Canada, my 
Government promptly pledged the wholehearted support of the 
people of Alberta and its resources to the united effort of Canada 
consistent with the greatest possible equalization of Sacrifice. 
Already two regiments have left for the front, and others are 
expected to be ready in the near future. More than seventy-five 
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members ot the Civil Service have already enlisted and an order 
in council has been passed insuring that their positions will be 
kept open for them on their return to the Province. Alberta’s 
patriotism and loyalty is seen not only in the enlistment of her 
sons for active service, but also in the contributions made towards 
the “Win the War Policy” and the Canadian Red Cross Society. 
My Government is prepared and anxious to continue to the very 
fullest extent the policy of co-operation with the Dominion 
SHUR OLIN SS in the prosecution of the war to a successful con- 
clusion. 


Already my Government has taken action to assist those 
from Alberta enlisting in the Army. Legislation will be pre- 
sented for your consideration granting tax concessions, debt 
protection and assistance for the administration of the affairs 
of those who have enlisted. 


Our great reserves of wealth, agricultural production, and 
development of natural resources have maintained a sound posi- 
tion reflected in general prosperity and the maintenance of busi- 
ness and trade on an expanding basis. While prices for agricul- 
tural products have not yet reached what is regarded as normal 
levels a successful harvest and improving demands for both grain 
and live stock have produced much new wealth. War conditions 
may be expected to maintain profitable demands for our agricul- 
tural production and to indicate the need for sound expansion. 


It is a matter of great satisfaction that substantial progress 
has been made in the field of Agriculture. The Live Stock and 
Agricultural improvement policies sponsored by my Government 
have met with general approval and will produce far reaching 
results, in improving the quality and increasing the market value 
of farm products. During the past year the total value of Agri- 
cultural production in the Province is estimated at $170,211,000. 


Co-operative endeavours among interested farmer groups 
have shown healthy growth. There are now 2038 active associa- 
tions of this character in the Province. Co-operative Live Stock 
Feeders Associations are increasing in number and have been 
of assistance in furnishing live stock to the advantage of their 
members. 


My Government is establishing a Pathological Laboratory 
for the prevention and control of animal diseases. The first 
Tubercular-free area has been established in two Municipalities 
for the eradication of Bovine Tuberculosis and it is the intention 
of my Government to extend this policy until the whole Province 
becomes a Tubercular-free area. 


Fur Farming and Poultry industries have made wonderful 
progress and Beekeeping is on the increase in the Province. 
Dairying has maintained its strong position, and many prizes 
were won by Alberta creamery products at Dominion Exhibitions. 


Many outstanding awards were also won by Alberta ex- 
hibitors in the grain classes at International Exhibitions. I wish 
to extend my congratulations to all who brought honour to the 
Province at these exhibitions, especially to Lloyd Rigby of Wem- 
bley, 21 years of age, who was Wheat Champion in 1939 at 
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Chicago, as well as in 1938; also to William Skladan of Andrew, 
20 years of age, who was Oats Champion in 1939. 


Farm Youth Training and Women’s Extension Work have 
been extended and during the year a large number of families 
have again been placed on farms under the Land Settlement Plan. 


My Government, in order to attract tourists and sportsmen 
to the Province, have restocked lakes and streams with fish-fry 
and egg's, and have distributed upland game birds. Tourists have 
shown a marked increase in interest in Alberta and its attractions. 
Publicity efforts have been expanded so that the tourists may 
know of their opportunities of enjoying our many attractions. 


My Government has now completely reorganized the Depart- 
ment of Public Works as to the methods of construction and 
maintenance of highways, on the basis of the most scientific 
principles of economy and efficiency, thereby eliminating all 
wasteful and extravagant operations. A most comprehensive 
programme has been initiated. The construction of main high- 
ways has now reached the point where my Government is now 
able to extend its road construction programme to the rural areas 
of the Province. Thus the people will be provided with a modern 
network of highways and market roads to meet the growing 
need of a steadily expanding economy and to make available 
facilities necessary to accommodate our growth and development 
in agriculture and natural resources. 


Rapid growth has been made in the construction of a high- 
way into the North West Territories which will enable us to tap 
the rich mineral deposits lying north of our boundaries and facili- 
tate the movement of large quantities of agricultural products 
and mining equipment into that area. The construction of this 
highway thus far should form a very important link in a highway 
from the United States border to Alaska. 


From our engineering experiences, it is now possible to say . 
that no serious engineering difficulties will be encountered in the 
construction of this highway and it will be possible to keep the 
route open through the entire year if necessary, thereby forging 
one of the greatest links between Canada and the United States. 


My Government intends to press vigorously for the exten- 
sion of the northern boundaries of the Province to include the 
rich mineral areas in the North West Territories, thus enabling 
our people to provide themselves with the necessary minerals 
for the manufacture of agricultural implements and industrial 
machinery. 


In the field of health my Government has pleasure in report- 
ing that the work of the Department of Health has made steady 
progress in its endeavour to provide Health services to the people. 


My Government proposes to continue to increase the number 
of Full-Time Preventive Health Units serving the rural areas 
with the object of eventually making these services available 
throughout the whole Province. Experience has shown that 
such Units constitute the only effective means of making efficient 
preventive health services available to the people in the rural 
districts and smaller urban centres. 
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It is also proposed to continue the expansion of District 
Nursing Service until all outlying districts remote from medical 
and hospital services are provided with thoroughly qualified dis- 
trict nurses. By this means, a most effective contribution will 
be maintained in the interests of the health and well-being of 
the people in these pioneer areas. 


My Government proposes to expand the work of the Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever and Sylvatic Plague survey during the 
year. Valuable results have already been obtained in this survey, 
and, it is now established that the work should be made a definite 
part of the health programme in this Province. 


Legislation dealing with the Cancer problem will be intro- 
duced at the present Session of the Legislature. This legislation 
will give authority to deal with the preventive aspects of Cancer, 
to establish clinic centres, and, to extend such assistance as may 
be deemed advisable to enable those with limited means to obtain 
diagnostic or treatment services approved by cancer authorities. 


In the field of Education my Government has undertaken 
during the last few years the complete reorganization of the 
School System throughout the Province in keeping with modern 
progress and scientific development. 


In the 44 larger units that have been formed there has been 
more efficient service rendered at a cost per pupil per day, slightly 
less than had been expended under the old system. 


Steps are being taken to equalize the burden of educational 
costs by equalizing the mill rate and the assessments. Last year 
practically every large division reported that every child who 
wished to take High School work had the opportunity of doing so. 


Improvement in buildings and school equipment is very en- 
couraging, and the Libraries and Special Subjects being offered 
students are making a new interest in school life. 


Some arrangement must be made in the near future by 
which the Senior Governments would be prepared to give in- 
creased grants to Education on a more modern and scientific basis 
of ability to pay and of essential requirements. 


It is also proposed that the Youth Training Movement which 
has done so much for our young people from 18 to 30 years of 
age, should be enlarged and extended so that a better standard 
of qualification may be established. 


My Government voted $4,930,000 for public welfare in 1939- 
40, and will ask you to vote a similar amount for 1940-41. Weare 
determined to provide food, clothing and shelter for the people to 
the limit of our financial ability, and we will continue our unre- 
lenting fight for monetary reform and social security with the 
determination to relieve unemployment and banish poverty from 
Alberta. 


To this end my Government is preparing to take further 
progressive steps towards the application of Social Credit prin- 
ciples to the economy of this Province, both through the further 
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expansion of the present interim programme, and by the estab- 
lishment of a Provincial bank. Legislation will be introduced in 
this respect. 


The depression with its resulting lower prices for farm pro-. 
ducts and increased cost of social services has imposed a severe 
strain on the municipal administration in the Province. A com- 
plete reorganization of municipal administration has now become 
a prime necessity, particularly as to the distribution of responsi- 
bility between the municipal units and the Government for those 
social services not yet taken over by my Government. 


My Government is determined to continue to protect the 
farms and homes of the people of the Province from tax sales. 
No person should be allowed to lose his farm or home under The 
Tax Recovery Act simply because insufficient revenue has made 
it impossible for him to meet his taxes. 


Further legislation to extend this principle will be submitted 
for your consideration. 


In the field of settlement of private debts, the Debt Adjust- 
ment Board has rendered very valuable assistance to both debtors 
and creditors alike. 


In effecting settlements, the Debt Adjustment Board has 
never failed to recognize the debtor’s ability to meet his obliga- 
tions, and once the settlement has been made, to continue to pro- 
tect the debtor where the debtor’s failure to meet his liabilities 
was due to circumstances over which he had no control. My 
Government is determined to pursue the policy of providing an 
effective basis for the settlement of long outstanding obligations, 
and while this is being accomplished, to protect the farms and 
homes of the people of. Alberta. 


In order to assist the purchasers of school lands at this tars 
of economic stress, my Government has made adjustments in 
the contracts which have resulted in the settlers benefiting to the 
extent of over three million dollars, thus placing them in a posi- 
tion in which they are able to remain on their lands and to main- 
tain themselves. 


Petroleum production has shown a substantial increase over 
last year, and a further increase is possible previding transpor- 
tation costs are reduced, thereby making wider markets avail- 
able to our producers. My Government has taken an active inter- 
est in endeavouring to obtain a cheaper means of transportation 
for producers, and has explored other channels in order to evolve: 
a method for the further transportation and disposition - of 
petroleum and its products. 


A very great interest has been shown by the operators con- 
cerned, in the development of petroleum and its products by 
prospecting for oil and natural gas rights in new fields throughout 
our Province, which will no doubt encourage the growth of the 
petroleum industry as a whole. ) 


The Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation Board has 
been responsible for greatly reducing the wastage of petroleum 
and natural gas, and its programme is directed to eliminate all 
wastage in the very near future. 
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While the production of coal in the Province shows a slight 
increase over a year ago, and in spite of my Government using 
every effort to assist the National Coal Committee, it has not 
been possible to obtain a fair share of the eastern market, which 
should be available to our Province. 


The Timber regulations have been given considerable atten- 
tion and have been amended so as to make it possible for the 
settlers in the Province to take out timber for their own use as 
well as for sale, and as a result of these amendments the output 
of timber during the past two years has been practically doubled. 


The salt plant established at Waterways is nearing comple- 
tion, and it is expected that in the very near future, this plant 
will be in a position to ship all grades of salt to consumers in the 
Province and elsewhere. 


The development of the tar sands has reached the point 
where it is understood that certain contracts already have been 
made for the supplying of oil to commercial mining companies in 
the North West Territories and others situated in the northern 
part of our Province. 


The work being conducted by the Special Areas Board, under 
the authority of The Special Areas Act, 1939, has been admin- 
istered to a point where provision has been made to give to the 
people situated within the Special Areas sufficient lands for their 
maintenance. <A careful study has been made of the circum- 
stances of each settler living in these Areas and sufficient lands 
are being granted to them, which, in the opinion of the Board, 
will make the people self-sustaining. The Board has given care- 
ful thought and attention to the educational and the medical 
requirements of the Areas and also to the providing of all social 
services and to the maintenance and construction of roads within 
these Areas. 


It is the policy of my Government to see that a careful tabu- 
lation of ajl the resources of the Province is maintained so that 
such resources shall be developed in such a way as to preserve 
for the people their cultural heritage and democratic rights. 


My Government is determined to see that the products ob- 
tained from the Natural Resources shall be supplied to the people 
at the lowest possible price consistent with investments made 
and industrial fairness. 


During the year the Royal Commission on Petroleum Pro- 
ducts under the Chairmanship of Mr. Justice A. A. McGillivray, 
has reviewed this field in a most exhaustive and thorough manner. 
It is hoped that the findings of these deliberations will be laid 
before you for consideration. 


An Octane rating machine has been purchased and under a 
capable staff is engaged in the testing of fuel oils for the protec- 
tion of the public. 


To promote the interests of Alberta in general, to encourage 
the development of our industries and production in particular, 
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and to assist the Empire in time of War, my Government estab- 
lished an Alberta Trade Commissioner at Ottawa. The services 
of this office are available to the business men of the Province at 
all times. 


To guard the public from exploitation through unfair prices 
under war-time conditions on the one hand and to see that in- 
creases in prices of primary products are reflected to the benefit 
of the producers, a Price Standards Board has been established 
and has already shown beneficial results. It will be my Govern- 
ment’s endeavour by means of this kind to see that the price 
structure in Alberta will tend to remain steady, showing no effects 
of breakdown or disorganization such as characterized that struc- 
ture in all parts of the world during the Great War. 


My Government will continue to exert is efforts to assist 
in the steady industrialization of the Province. Through the 
rapid expansion of its interim programme, agreements have been 
entered into with over seven thousand retail merchants, whereby 
their active co-operation has been secured in promoting the sale 
of goods manufactured in Alberta. This has greatly increased 
the demand for domestic goods and has proven of definite assist- 
ance to local industries. 


The Department of Trade and Industry and the Provincial 
Marketing Board have been able to give additional assistance in 
the establishment of new industries in the Province, by co-oper- 
ation in solving many of their problems, such as suitable locations, 
labour requirements and the purchasing of raw materials, in 
addition to introducing their products to the trade. For the 
benefit of primary producers, Government supply depots, stocked 
with first quality farm machine parts for repairs have been 
established, thereby enabling the farmers of the Province to 
obtain their requirements in this regard at the lowest possible 
cost. This action has also brought indirect benefits to many 
farmers, due to the effect it has had in stabilizing prices. It is 
the intention of my Government to extend this service to enable 
farmers to secure these parts from their local dealers, thereby 
giving more efficient service. Local dealers will be able to secure 
stocks as they require them at a cost which will permit them to 
sell to the farmers at Government maintained prices. 


During the past year my Government has made effective, 
legislation passed at the last Session, providing for the institution 
of State Fire Insurance. The wide- spread endorsation and appre- 
ciation of this new public service and the benefits accruing 
therefrom, are evidenced by the fact that over one million dollars 
of Fire Insurance was placed with the Government Office in the 
first four months of its operation. 


Through the steady maintenance of enactments for the 
protection of labour many thousands of dollars have been restored 
to underpaid workers and the general wage level of many of them 
has been improved. We are fortunate in being free from labour 
disputes in this Province and it is the constant endeavour of my 
Government to promote a continuance of harmonious relation- 
ships, so essential to the welfare of all under present conditions. 
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The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid before 
you, as well as Estimates for your consideration. 


I leave you to the business of the Session in the full confi- 
dence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided to the best 
interests and welfare of the Province.

To these Bills the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly as follows: 


‘In His Majesty’s name His Honour the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor doth assent to these Bills.” 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


MAY IT PLEASE YOUR HONOUR: 


The Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta in 
Session assembled, approach Your Honour with sentiments of 
unfeigned loyalty and humbly beg to present for Your Honour’s 
acceptance a Bill intituled “An Act for Granting to His Majesty 
Certain Sums of Money for the Public Service for the Fiscal 
Years Ending Respectively the Thirty-first Day of March, 1939, 
the Thirty-first Day of March, 1940, and the Thirty-first Day of 
March, 1941.” 
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To this the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


“His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor doth 
thank His Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their 
benevolence and assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following Speech: 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


Before proceeding to the conclusion of this, the Ninth Session 
of the Eighth Legislative Assembly, it is fitting that I should 
express my profound regret and sorrow upon the untimely passing 
of His Excellency Lord Tweedsmuir, Governor General of Canada. 
Nowhere in the Dominion will this shocking loss be more deeply 
felt than in this Province where His Excellency had endeared 
himself and enriched us by his frequent visits. 


In bringing this Session to a close, I desire to convey to you 
my appreciation of the care and attention with which you have 
discharged the duties of the Session, and my hope that the legis- 
lative provisions which have been enacted will prove of benefit 
to all the people of the Province. 


In declaring the Assembly prorogued and relieving you from 
your duties, I pray that under Divine Providence our Province 
may make ever increasing progress in the attainment of general 
prosperity and happiness. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“Tt is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
will and pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now pro- 
rogued and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’ 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Assembly prorogued at 8:15 p.m. 
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
